DEVELOPING GREAT HARBOUR 
AREAS. : 


The development of China necessi- | 
tates the adoption of far-reaching 
harbour schemes. Three very im” 
portant areas, a correspondent writes 
in a Home paper, are involved. 
There is first the territory around 
Tientsin, which is the gatewsy of 
North China and Mongolia. Owing 
to the shallow water and the con- 
figuraticn of the coast in this area a1 
ground of schemes is involved. 
Several ports are being developed 
simultaneously, for instance, one at 
the mouth of the Tientsin River, an 
other a little further north, and the 
third the great coaling harbour of 
Chinwangtao. 

In Mid-China Shanghai, which lies 
inthe Yangtse Estuary, is destined 
to be one of the greatest ports of the 
world, aad'is now considering a vast 
echeme to allow vessels drawing 30ft | 
of water to be berthed alongside 
wharves. 3 

In South China, which Cantou 
serves as a general emporivm, there 
js a great river conservancy scheme 
called the North River scheme, de- 
sigred to increase the depth of water 
and consequently the general shipping 
facilities. - 

The Mid-China scheme is perhaps 
the most important, planned to cost 
about eighty-five million taels, and to 
Aake about twenty years in execution 
—perhaps longer. It is suggested 
that the cost can be covered by a) 
harbour tax of 10 ‘per cent. on the | 
present Customs dues collected on 
jmport ond export; the. work to be | 
carried out under the present Whang- 
poo Conservancy Board.

ASYLUM HORRORS 


DOCTOR'S INDICTMENT AGAINST 
LUNACY SYSTEM. 


There bas been discernible during 
the past three or four years a ten- 
dency to criticise the system on 
which our lunatic arylums are con- 
ducted, writes the medical.correspon- 
dent of the Times. This criticism 


began during the war, when con- 
ditions were admittedly difficult and 
when many of the medical officers 
specially devated to this work were 
on service. Consequently it was 
but fair to ask that final jodgments 
should be suspended until normal 
conditions had again been restored. 


Suspension of judgment cannot how- 
ever, be deferred much longer, and 
if even a part of the book which has 
just been published by Dr. Montagu 
Lomax is to be accepted as affording 
an exact picture cf Ife in asylums, it 
cannot be deferred at all. For this 
description, entitled The Experiences 
of an Asyium-Doctor is ncthing more 
nor Jess than an indictment. The 


question; it is condemned not on 
grounds of inefficient working or 
badly adjusted detail, but on the 
larger ground of hamanity.” I: is 
not an exaggeration te say that many 
of the pictures painted of petty 
tyranny and soulless discisline are 
calculated to fill the reader with 


Patients, Dr. Lomax says, are 
frequently put “behind the table” 
and made to sit with their backs to 
the wall, so that they may be more: 
closely watched. There are men 
marked "SS.,” or “' special suicidal.” | 
He goe3 on:— 

“Of all forms of restraint, this of 
being put “behind the table’ is re- 
sented more than any other by 
patients of every degree and type of 
insanity, except those who are past 
all feeling of resentment whatsoever, 
and who are reduced mentally to the 
condition of brute beast. . . . | 


Let the reader try to picture the 
scene. Here, perhaps, are a dozen 
or more of the worst cases in the 
ward. Behind the table they sit all 
day with their backs to the wall. In 
front of them is an attendant always 
on duty. They have no amusement, 
no exercise; no employment. -.- The 
speech of these patients is often 
obscene and blasphemous, their 
habits quarrelsome and filthy, their 
persons dirty and malodorous. .. - 
Bestialized, apathetic, mutinous, 
greedy, malevolent—often quarrell- 
ing fiercely with each other, at meal 
times snatebing away each other’s 
food—they sit all day in their miser- 
able corner, at. once. the most damin- 
ing indictment and the most de- 
grading example of our ‘humane 
and scientific’ treatment of the pau- 
per lunatic.” 


SPARCHING INQUIRY NEEDED. 

This is scfficiently horrible. How 
far it represents a general state of 
affairs cannot be decided offhand, 
though the writer knows of asylums 
where such scenes are not witnessed. 
In any case it cannot be allowed to 
pass without searching inquiry. 

Perkaps Dr. Lomax. is on more 
important ground when he calls atten- 
tion to the fundamental weakness of 
of our Junacy.system—the medical 
superintendent of the asylum. The 
fault is not with the man, but with his 
position. For he is forced to be an 
administrator instead of 2 doctor. 
The consequence is that the progres 
of medicine in zsylums is, generally 
speaking, very poor. It seems to be 
nobody's business (though there are 
notable exceptions) to regard mentai 
afflictions as diseases which may be 
amenable to treatment and to study 
them from this point of view.. 

This weakness is known to all the 
most capable minds in mental 
medicine, and efforts have been made 
to cure it, It has not.. been: 
cured, But we are sure that. the 
public anger which will follow. -2 
perusal of Dr. Lomax's “book . will 
bring matters to a head. Either we: 
must know that what be says does

FEWER BABIES DYING. 


HEALTH OF PEOPLE STEADILY 
IMPROVING. 


* The medical history of the vear 
reveals no alarming epidemic nor any 
decline from that steady improvement 
which the health of the people indis- 
putably shows,” states Sir George 
Newman, Chief Medical Officer of the 
Ministry of Health. in his anpual re- 
teport. 

The report emphasises the need for 
strict economy. ‘Every pound ex- 
pended on our medical services must 
be made to yield the full value of a 
pound.” 

During 1920 there was a substantial 
rise in the birth-rate, which reached 
25.4 as compared with 185 in 1919, - 
while the death-rate shows a steady 
decline at most ages,, The infant 
mortality rate ($0 per 1,000 births) is 
the lowest ever recorded. At least 
one-sixth of the total babies born 
come directly under the supervision 
of doctor and nurse in addition to 2 
much larger number visited at the 
homes. , 

Expenditure on sickness and dis- 
ablement benefit denote that the time 
lost from employment amounts to 
270.600 years a year for the insured 
population alone. 

In Great Britain 890 cases of 
* sleepy sickness ” (encephalitis leth- 
argica} were notified during 1920, as 
against 541 in the previous year. 
~ Tuberculosis remains one of the 
formidable enemies of the race.” This 
section of the report concludes : 
~ There is no beaten track in the 
further conquest of tuberculosis. Only 
by co-ordinated action along various 
paths and by all concerned can tuber- 
culosis be successfully overcome.”

Storing Apples In Gas. — ee 

In storing apples there is a very ‘ 1 
interesting alternative to cold storage, £100 LUNCHEON. LOVE TRAGEDY, 
known as “Gas Storage.” The ap ‘ 
ples are placed in an air tight cham- 
ber filed with the gas produced by 
i the “respiration” of the apples them- 
selves, An electrical instrument is 
used to determine whether at any 
time the proportion of carbon dioxide 
in this gas becomes excessive, and 
when that condition occurs air is ad- 
mitted to dilute the gas. The air is 
kept ia slow circulation by its own 
temperature variations and means 
are taken to remove excess of mois- 
ture. It is stated that this system 
doubles the time during which apples 
can be kept in good condition, and 
that the cost of working is very much 
below that of any kind of cold 
storage. The merits of the system 
are being closely studied by the Bri 
tish Investigation Board.
